Chihuahua, Mex., April 
since the battle began at Torreon has 
a day passed. without the arrival here 
of a trainload of ewounded 
from the ranks of General 
army. 

From stories told by the wounded 
it was learned that the first rebel ad- 
vance on General Velasco's garrison 
in Yorreon and Gomez Palacio, the 
latter a suburb, resulted in a pitiable 
slaughter of the rebels, in which 
about 2000 of them, partly through 
a series of blunders, were killed or 
wounded within a few hours. 

All trustworthy accounts agree that 
the rebels’ first attack was unsuccess- 
ful and that their combined forces, 
although better equipped with field 
gxuns than they ever had been previ- 
ously, and fully confident they would 
frighten the federals into a retreat, 
were forced to retire in the beginning 
of the fight. 

First the rebels were reported to 
have blundered in opening fire on 
their own men. Two accounts were 
given for this mistake. One was that 
a column of rebel artillery trained over 
the mark and poured shells into the 
ranks of General Benavides’ force on 
the opposite side of Gomez Palacio. 

Another account was that a body of 
rebels entered Gomez Palacio with- 
out orders and the rest of the army, 
thinking they were federals, opened 
fire and killed many of their own 
number before the mistake was dis- 
| covered. 

To add to the misfortunes of the 
rebels’ first attack, according to de- 
tails gleaned from the wounded, they 
were lured into a part of Torreon un- 
|der the impression that the federals 
‘had fled. Then suddenly they discov- 
ered they were in direct fire of well- 
sheltered federal guns, which pro- 
ceeded to mow them down by the 
score. Many rebels were wounded as 
ithey attempted to withdraw. 

These were among the events that 
happened during the two or three 
days when the censor at the front re- 
fused to permit any messages to be 
transmitted north.

A lecture on the telephone, 
trated with the stereopticon was giv- 
en by ex-Couneilman Edward P. His- 
ton, to the members of Quincy coun- 
eil Knights of Columbus, Thursday 
evening at New Colonial hall after 
the meeting.

Then ex-Councilman Histon, a mem- 
ber of the Quiney council was intro- 
duced. Mr. Histon has veu connec- 
ted with the New England Telephone 
Co. for a number of years and is thor- 
sughly familiar with the subject. 

In opening his remarks he said: 

The telephone knowledge of the ma- 
jority of subscribers is confined to the 
celephone set on the desk or on the 
vall. Comparatively few subscribers 
lave taken the trouble to visit a tel- 
phone exchange, at.d whatever mech- 
inism there is between two persons 
vho are talking is shrouded in won- 
erful mystery. At the present time 
-,060,000,000 messages are sent in one 
ear over the Bell system, or an av- 
rage of over 26,000,000 per day. To 
he subseriber,. that is inecomprehen- 
ible and invisible service, which is 
erformed with no other tangible evi 
ence in the operation than a bell, a 
eceiver and transmitter in the h.™.ds, 
. pole line out of doors, or # conduit 
inder ground. 

The first telephone exchange ever 
stablished was set up at 74 Devon- 
hire street, Boston in the oifice oi 
he Homes Electric Protective Com- 
sany. Mr. Holmes had in operation a 
surglar alarm system connecting some 
£ the leading banks and brokerage 
, ouses. He conceived the brilliant 
dea of putting telephones in some of 
hese offices and permitting his cus- 

omers to talk without charge. His 
1urpose was to popularize his burglar 

larm system by giving as a premium 
ree telephone service, but his offer 
fas received “thumbs down.” 

Later he organized the Telephone 
Jispatech Company, the predecessor 
f the New England Telephone and 
“elegraph Company in Bosten proper. 
nd-‘in 1878 established himself in 
Vashington street, Boston, just above 
lilk street. Measured by modern 
tandards, the old time telephone ser- 
ice was slow and unreliable. 

On Novy. 23, 1876, Prof. Bell did an 
‘xtraordinary thing. He made the 
irst long distance talk. He talked 
rom Boston to Salem, over one of the 
elegraph wires of the old Eastern 

ailroad, Salem, therefore, after 
‘ambridge, has the honor of being the 
irst long distance point to be reached 
xy telephone. Then a line was built 
‘onnecting Boston and Providence. 
nd later it was extended to New York 
Today there are 35 busy direct’ lines 
‘onnecting Boston and New York. In 
i893 a long distance line was opened 
rom New York to Chicago and Prof. 
sell had the pleasure of making the 
irst talk over this line. In the follow- 
ng year, a line was opened from Bos- 
ton to Chicago.

the Hills house to make his final plea 
for her hand. | 

Brandishing his revolver LeFave 
held a squad of policemen at bay, | 
threatening to shoot the officers also 
until one of them wrenched the weap- 
on from his grasp and placed him 
‘under arrest on the charge of mur- 
der. 

The gril died with a fear-inspired 
promise to marry LeFave on her lips. 
With one bullet lodged in her breast, 
she cried out to the enraged suitor: 
“Don't, George; I'll marry you,” but 
the man was too crazed to heed her | 
words. He fired two more bullets! 
into her body and she died almost in- 
Stantly. 

Then LeFave turned his still-smok- 
ing revolver upon lills, who had 
Tushed to the girl’s aid. He poured 
the three remaining bullets into the} 
man, who died an hour later without 
regaining consciousness. | 

In a Cell at the police station Le- 
fave appeared ignorant of the trage- 
dy. He declared his mind was a 
blank, when questioned regarding the 
shooting. When Chief of Police 
Grady visited him he was dancing in| 
his cell. Police and acquaintances | 
expressed the belief that he had gone | 
insane. | 
LeFave is a chauffeur by occupa- | 
tion. During the winter he has vn 


conducting an automobile repair shop. 
He was engaged to marry Miss Frost, 
but a few weeks ago she broke the ; 
engagement. The girl’s mother de- 
clared the engagement was broken be- 
cause Pearl learned that he had taken 
to drink and because he had been

Since he was rejected, LeFave has | 
made repeated attempts to regain the 
girl’s consent to marry him, but she 
firmly refused. 

Last Saturday night, friends of the; 
girl say, he pleaded with her in the} 
yard outside the Hills home, and 
when she refused, he flew into a rage | 
and tried to bite the diamond out of | 
their engagement ring on her finger, | 
dislodging a pivot tooth in the at- 
tempt.

PAINT UP AND CLEAN UP, 

Many cities and towns are prepar- 
ing to observe this spring a week de- 
scribed by the above title. 

One of the principal reasons for the 
shabby appearance of so many locali- 
ties is the lack of house paint. Build- 
ers put up wood tenements in the 
most flimsy way possible. They buy 
adulterated paints, in which the fun- 
damental elements of lead and oil are 
deficient.

As the public learned from the 
Newtoundland’s survivors who were 
landed the details of the two days’ 
blizzard and the condition in which it 
caught the Southern Cross, the first 
hopes, based on the stoutness of the 
ship, faded. Captain Martin of the 
sealer Krik and Captain Bartlett of 
the Terranova, which arrived with 
full catches, were dubious regarding 
the safety of the missing ship. 
Neither had seen her within a week. 

Martin said he parted company from 
her a week ago Thursday, when the 
Southern Cross turned homeward with 
17,000 seals.

DANIELS ISSUES 
DRASTIC ORDER 


‘Absolute Prouitiian In the Ray 
After ral | Fitst 


“WINE MESS” IS ABOLISHED 


Every Ship and Shore Station Af- 
fected by Rule* Which Overturns 
Customs of Many Years—Secretary’s 
Decision Follows Report and Re 
commendation of Surgeon General 


Washington, April 6.—Absolute 
prohibition will prevail in the United | 
States navy after July 1 next. Secre- | 
tary Daniels made public a sweaataet 
order which not only will abolish the | 
traditional “wine mess” of the offi- 
cers, but will bar all aleoholic liquors 
Irom every ship and shore station of | 
the navy. 

This order, constituting one of the | 
most notable victories ever won by | 
the prohibition forces, was _ issued 
upon the recommendation of Surgeon 
General Braisted. It was brief and 
to the point. . 

“The use or introduction for drink- 
ing purposes of alcoholic liquors on 
board any naval vessel, or within any 
navy yard or station, is strictly pro- 
hibited, and commanding officers will 


be held directly responsible for the 
enforcement of this order.” 
In a statement issued last night 


Daniels said: 

“Lam in hearty agreement with the 
Views expressed by the surgeon gen- | 
eral in his paper accompanying the | 
recommendation. Thcre should not | 
be on shipboard, with reference to | 
intoxicants, one rule for officers and | 
another and a different rule for the | 
enlisted personnel, 

“The saddest hour in my official life 
is when an officer or enlisted man 
must be punished for intoxication. | 
During the past week it has been my 
painful .duty to approve a_ court! 
martial for dismissal from the service 
of an officer for intoxication. He told 
me that he had never tasted intoxi- 
cating drink until he did so in the | 
Wine mess on his cruises. Others, | 
who have been disciplined for drink- | 


ing in excess, have made similar 
Statements to me.” 

The new order will replace that 
section of the naval instructions 


Which permits the formation of wine 
messes. 

While admitting that the old regu- 
lation conforms to the letter of the) 
laws, Braisted in his letter to Secre- | 
tary Daniels, declared: “It may be an 
open question how far it fulfils those 
laws in spirit.” Reviewing legislation 
on the subject he observed: 

“As matters stand today an enlist- 
ed man is, very properly, subjected to | 
severe disciplinary measures if wine 
er beer be found in his possession on 
shipboard, yet the same man is con- j 
Stantly aware of the free use of alco- | 
holic liquors on bhard ship which is 
Officially permitted to officers, and 
the too-frequent derelictions whieh 
cecur among them in consequence. | 
The prohibition of alcohol to the men 
has rendered alcoholism among them |} 
almost a negligible quantity. | 

“Surely the officers should be in all 
respects models for the enlisted men 


in duty, habits and deportment;, and 
the example of officers drinking | 


aboard ship, as fostered by the wine 
mess, and the numerous courts mar- 
tial of officers for drunkenness and | 
the éffects of alcohol, are destructive 
of discipline and morals, bad _ for 
the enlisted men, and detrimental to 
the reputation and good name of the 
service.

Declaring that restrictive measures 
already enforced meet with public 
approval and are based upon sound 
physiological principles, the surgeon 
general asked the question: “Why, | 
then, are they effective for a part of 
a personnel, instead of applying with | 
equal force to the whole?” 

Discussing the question of enter- 
tainment of. international visitors, | 
and other like courtesies, the surgeon 
general said: 

“It is probable that upon certain | 
| occasions, international courtesy | 
; might render it advisable to tempo- 
rarily modify such a regulation; this} 
could readily be done by department 
order. At the same time _ efforts 
might be made to obtain an appro- 
priation for the entertainment of our 
foreign guests in a manner. which 
would avoid the possible appearance 
of criticising their own customs and 
regulations.”

Nearly | 
complete returns show that suffrage } 
votes drove 1100 saloons out of Illi- 
nois and added great strength to the 
non-partisan movement in Chicago 
politics. i 

“Votes for women” 
counties to the dry column, now num- 
bering forty-nine, in MUlinois, and: 
several large cities will close their 
saloons. With few exceptions, the 
male vote alone in these cities and 
townships favored the “wets,” the 
women voting heavily against the sa- 
loons. In a few cities, however, wom- 
en helped swell the majority in fa- 
vor of retaining the saloon. This was 
true in Springfield, the capital of the 
state, where a majority of the women 
voters cast “wet” ballots. 

Analysis of the women’s vote in) 
Chicago shows that while as a gen- | 
eral rule women balloted about as/ 
their male relatives, the Progressive ; 
party and the non-partisan movement 
received more than their proportion- 
ate share of the suffrage vote. Wom- 
en’s votes elected two of the three; 
Progressives. 

The Democratic majority in the new 
city council as the result of the elec- 
tion was reduced from nineteen to six. 
The Republicans more than broke 
even, electing twelve new members to 
take the place of the eleven who went 
out. The Prégressives doubled their 
Strength, electing three new alder- 
men to join the three holdovers now 
in council. The non-partisans, sup- i 
ported by the women, tripled their 
strength, adding three new members 
to the one holdover.

FIREMEN'S 
IN FEW WEEKS 


To Witness Trial of Fore River 
| Apparatus 


The special committee of the City 
Council, appointed some weeks ago to 
arrange for the try out of the new 
piece of auto fire apparatus now build- 
ing at the Fore River shipyard, met in 
the Mayor’s office at City Hall, Thurs- 
day night, to talk over the plans. 
The City Council has appropriated 
the sum of $100 for the entertainment 
of visiting firemen on that date. 

Mr. Hurlburt, the manager of the 
fire apparatus department at the ship- 
yard, Was present at the meeting, and 
stated that the apparatus was nearly 
ready to be tried out, probably by the 
latter part of the month. Many fire 
chiefs from other cities of the Com- 
monwealth had visited the Fore River 
plant to see the piece of apparatus 
and there was considerable — interest 
being manifested in it, and the chan- 
ces are that when it is ready for its 
try out that there will be many visit- 
ing fire chiefs in the city to see it. 

The company are planning to give 
the apparatus. one of the hardest tests 
that can be imagined. That is, it will 
be given a long run over streets in 
Massachusetts, even going into New 
Hampshire where some of the. most 
difticult pieces of road can be found. 
The roads of New Hampshire are very 
sandy as a rule, and & more severe 
test could hardly be found than to 
rin an auto fire engine at high speed 
over sandy roads. 

No definite plans were made by the 
committee, for this would be impos- 
sible until the exact date of the tryout 
has been determined. The _ special 
committee however talked the matter 
over in a general way and another 
meeting will be held in the near fu- 
ture.

Some wonderful records in skillful 
typewriting are being made nowadays.

She wrote at the 
rate of 127 words a minute. Miss Sa- 
rah Rosenberg of Brooklyn did what 


seems even more wonderful in the ut 


curacy contest. She wrote 2569 words 
in a half hour, or 85 per minute mak- 
ing only one error in the entire work. 

It is a problem of general interest 
how the average person can acquire 
even a fraction of the skill suggested 
by the above records. Young people 
who are learning to typewrite must 
anticipate that business men will de- 
mand a higher rate of efficiency than 
formerly. Methods are being system- 
atized, and large offices in particular 
hold their typists down to a certain 
minimum of accurate preduction, 

Many young people attend schools 
that make glowing promises.ef what 
can be acquired in a few weeks. They 
are taught slovenly short-cuts. and in- 
correct methods that in the end work 
against high degrees of accuracy and 
speed. 

A typist needs te be not merely 
quick in motion, but it is nota calling 
fitted to very nerveus.and high strung 
people. Their muscular contrel goes 
wrong as soon a& physical weariness 
begins to assert. itself. 

Many newspaper workers and pro- 
fessional and business men learn to 
operate typewriters for © themselves. 
The product is yariegated in — align- 
ment and spelling. 

But business and professional men 
who have to write a good deal can in- 
crease their output three times by 
learning the typewriter. The objec- 
tion is made that when the amateur’s 
mind is taken up by hunting for the 
keys, it interferes with the flow of 
ideas and hurts his style of composi- 
tion. But if at the start he will take 
some pains to learn éorrect fingering, 
he should ip,a few years think as lit- 
tle of his keys as the bicyclist thinks 
of his balance.

The stopping of 
this supply was the great relief which 
the English capitalists needed through 
the next three years to regain their 
solid financial conditions. The con- 
sequent rise in the price of cotton 
goods was an important’ factor in 
their relief. Cutting off the American 
supply did not affect the famine in 
Lincolnshire, which existed indepen- 
dently of it. Cotton, which had been 
counted as the great engine of de- 


| struction in the purpose of the Con- 


federate States, failed to bring the re- 
sult desired. 

Mr. Adams was re-elected president 
and has entered upon his twentieth 
year in that office, which he had held 
a longer time than that of any of his 
predecessors, except the late Hon. 
Robert C. Winthrop. He gave a brief 
review of some of the problems that 
had arisen during his term of office 
and expressed his opinion as to their 
satisfactory solution and as to the im- 
portant work which the society has 
before it.

UP TO THE PRESIDENT 


Must Pass on Secretary of Navy’s Or- 
der Abolishing Drink 

Washington, April 11.—Secretary 
Daniels’ recent order prohibiting wine 
messes On board warships and at 
naval stations is squarely up to Presi- 
dent Wilson, without whose approval 
it cannot be enforced; according to 
the authorities on naval law. 

It is pointed out that there is a law 
of congress which expressely provides 
that all naval “orders, regulations 
and instructions” issued by the secre- 
tary of the navy must be approved by 
the chief executive before they be- 
come effective.

The performances of “The Forest!

He told of the return of Admiral 
Dewey to the native hills of Vermont 
which was an interesting chapter, for 
Mr. Faxon was sent to New York to 
accompany him to Montpelier and 
thence to Boston. Capt. Clark, Lieut. 
Brumby were among others in the 
party. 

He also told of assignments that 
covered trips to New England and of 
the prominent men who were in the 
presidential party on the occasion of 
President McKinleys visit, as the 
guest of Mr. Plunkett at Adams. Al- 
so of the Hawaiian commissioners 
when they came to tell of conditions 
in the Pacific. He also touched upon 
Gov. Boutwell, President Roosevelt, 
Harriman, Choate, President Hadley 
and other men whom he had seen at 
close range.

Rude Paintings That Date Back to 
Prehistoric Times. 

Remains of prehistoric man which 
are occasionally discovered seem to 
prove that there was a knowledge of 
art even in the earliest times. A Span- 
ish nobleman, Marcellino de Sautuola. 
was industrially digging in a cave on 
his estate in search of prehistoric stone 
implements and bones, while his little 
daughter, who accompanied him, oc- 
cupied herself in play.

NO SLAUGHTERING IN QUINCY. 


According to the report of the State 
Board of Heaith for the three months 
ending Jan. 1, 1914, 53,917 cattle, 
calves, hogs, sheep, goats and boars 
were slaughtered in Massachusetts. 
While 220 cities and town contributed 
to this total, Quincy had a clean re- 
cord, nothing in the line of slaughter- 
ing to report. 

Only eleven other cities and towns 
mades 2 similar report. In Braintree 
111 calves, 124 hogs and 2 
sheep were slaughtered; and in Mil- 
ton 25 hogs and 20 sheep.

THE CROPS AND THE BIRDS. 

The spring outlook for crops in the 
United States is considered quite as 
good as usual. There is a general re- 
port of rather more moisture than 
common, due partly to heavy snows in 
many states. 

Yet there is one tremendous factor 
that always arises to block the bright- 
er hopes of a man.

| Washington, April 22.—No agree- 
ment has as yet been reached in the 


senate for a substitution in the house 
| resolution for words which many op-

| dividualized Huerta.” 
It was immediately after the re- 
|! convening that Senator Lodge, rank- 
‘ing Republican member of the foreign 
relations committee, opened the de- 
bate urging a substitution, declaring 
that in view of the fact that a state 
of anarchy exists in Mexico it is re- 
sponsible for that country’ to dis- 
charge its international obligations. 
fhe said that the unprovoked insults 
and indignities inflicted upon the flag 
and the uniform of the United States 
by armed forces there required that 
the strongest measures be taken by 
this country to compel respect. 

Senator Lodge opened the debate 
in the senate, urging his preamble as 
a substitute for that of the house 
resolution. 

; “In a situation of high seriousness 
Such as now confronts congress, it is 
well to remember the responsibility of 
the senate,” he began. “The power 
to declare war rests under the consti- 
tution with the congress. 

“When the president lays an inter- 
naticnal controversy before congress 
he takes the last step that precedes 
war,” continued Lodge. “The presi- 
dent might have taken further steps, 
but he has come to the body which 
alone has power to declare war. I 
think he has done well.” 

Senator Williams asked how long it 
took congress to pass the Spanish war 
resolution. 

Senator LaFollette replied that 
congress took from April 11 to April 
19 to pass the resolution in 1898. 

Senator Lodge took up the pending 
resolution. 

“This resolution uses the word 
‘justify’ instead of y@thorize,’” he 
said. “The result will be the same. 
This resolution does not contemplate 
the declaration of war. The presi- 
dent in his message disclaimed any 
hostility toward the Mexican people. 
But this resolution carries with it 
armed intervention. 

“The consequences of armed inter- 
vention are in many respects precisely 
the same as war. But they present 
a task less capable of speedly comple- 
tion, less fertile in speedy glory of 
victories won and may bring a long 
| period of the exercise of what would 
be the police power in a foreign coun- 
try, involving vast expenditures, 
great loss of life, perhaps, and, after 
months and possibly years, possibly 
only the satisfaction of feeling that 
we had brought back peace and order 
and liberty to a distracted country. 

“I have no desire to criticiize Presi- 
dent Wilson for his failure to recog- 
nize Huerta. He no doubt proceeded 
On grounds appearing to him as suffi- 
cient. I condemn as strongly as I 
ean the metheds of treachery and 
bloodsh@l by which Huerta reached 
his present position. 

“But the fact that I condemn his 
methods does not lead me to put my- 
self in a position which, by distortion 
of the acts which we take here or of 
the words which we utter here, would 
put me behind Villa—Villa, who be- 
gan his life as a hired assassin and 
whose pathway has been marked with 
bloodshed, rapine, plunder, and by 
unnameable erimes which are a dis- 
grace to the country in which we live. 

“It is for that reason that the 
minority of the committee on foreign 
|Telations has presented the substi- 
‘tute for the preamble of the resolu- 
tion. Not one sentence can be de- 
nied. Each is a melancholy truth. 

“If we are to intervene in Mexico at 
any point, I want ‘to lift it up from 
the level of personal hostilities and 
place it on the broad ground of great 
national action taken in the interest

the heat and water. The monuments 
in the yard were not damaged much. 

The fire made a spectacular blaze 
and the sky was brightly illuminated 
giving the appearance of a conflagra- 
tion. The loss is estimated at about 
$2,000. 

This morning after making an inves- 
tigation of the fire at the granite plant 
of Harry S. Nicol, Chief Billings said’ 
that the loss on the building which 
was total, would amount to $1,500 and 
that the estimated loss on the con- 
tents was $1,000.

President Wilson and his cabinet 
Officers studied Carranza’s note, and 
within a few hours a statement was 
issued by the president ‘reiterating the 
purposes of the American sovernment 
as friendly to the Mexican people, 
but emphasized that as Huerta con- 
trolled the region where the offenses 
were committed, the Washington 
sovernment must “enforce its rightful 
demands upon those whom tue exist- 
ing authorities at the place where we 
act do for the time being represent.” 

After the conference it developed 
that local representatives of the con- 
Stitutionalists had eriticised the 
transiation of the Carranza note 
They declared that several inaccura- 
cies mace the note appear less friend- 
ly to the United States than was in- 
tended. The conference made it 
clear, however, that the two main 
poigts, that Carranza considered the 
taking of Vera Cruz an act “hostile te 
the Mexican people,” and thet he de- 
manded the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
can troops, were not affected by any 
errors in translation. 

The news that O’Shaughnessy had 
been handed his passports was fully 
discussed at an informal cabinet 
council held at the White House. 

Bryan asked the Brazilian govern- 
ment if it would act for the United 
States in Mexico and, after a con- 
ference with Ambassador De Gama. 
announced that complete arrange- 
ments had been made. 

Choice Is Significant 

The choice of Brazil instead of a 
Kuropean power was regarded as very 
Significant. Not only has _ Brazil, 
like Argentine and Chile, refused to 
recognize the Huerta government, 
but the fact that the United States 
considered .as its friend in a crisis 2 
South American nation emphasized 
Pan-American solidarity. 

Algara asked for his passports only 
a few hours after news reached Wash- 
ington that O'Shaughnessy had re- 
ceived his safe conduct.

WAR RUMORS. 

Charge d’affairs O'Shaughnessy was 
assasinated Wednesday in Mexico—by 
a telegram. It is one of the evils of 
war that we must have those wicked 
and unfounded rumors flashed upon 
us every now and then and remain in 
suspense until they are proved false. 
A conscientious newspaper has a hard 
time of it in handling such reports. 
It must pubjish them for what they 
are worth lest it fail in its duty to its 
readers, and nobody regrets having 
to take a chance on them more than 
does the publisher. It was a vicious 
rumor to send out. The only grati- 
fying thing about it was that it 
turned out to be untrue.

POLICE “BRUTALITY.” 

There have recently been several 
near riots in New York and other ci- 
ties, connected with I. W. W. parades. 
Nine men were arrested at the last 
demonstration in New York for al- 
leged disturbance of the peace. Al- 
legations were made that the police 
brutally struck the heads of the 
crowd until the blood spurted. 

Only an eye witness could say how 
far these complaints were fair. The 
general question of the attitude and 
conduct of the police toward distur- 
bances is worth attention, however, 
as a source of constant conflict in a 
great many places. 

“A policeman’s lot is not a happy 
one.” The street crowd is unfriend- 
ly. Even if he is merely trying to 
arrest a man as a “simple drunk,” he 
feels the hostile atmosphere. 

After a policeman gets three or 
Tour kicks in the shin, he does not 
feel quite that benevolent interest in 
a squirming creature that might be 
suggested by pure philanthropy. 
Policemen occasionally get angry 
like other people. The temptation 
is strong to hand out a monitory rap 
with the stick. This quite possibly 
may be more emphatic than _ would 
be called for by the code of rules.

| Washington, April 25.—While the 
attention of the American government 
' was concentrated mainly on restoring 
order at Vera Cruz and expediting the 
departure of Americans from all parts 
of Mexico, a sharp watch was kept 
on the transcontinental boundary be- 
tween Mexico and United States for 
any signs of hostility from the Mexi- 
can constitutionalists. 

President. Wilson and his cabinet 
had a long meeting, after which opti- 
mism was conspicuously apparent in 
their demeanor. 

There was no particular develop- 
ment to which could be attributed the 
feeling of hopefuiness that real war 
would be averted, but General Villa’s 
triendly pronouncement, it was ad- 
mitted, had impressed many officials 
here with the possibility that the con- 
Stitutionalists would remain neutral, 
while the American government 
sought reparations from Huerta. 

Other officials were not so san- 
guine, and the army moved with pre- 
cision and swiftness to protect the 
American boundary and reinforce the 

' expeditionary force of marines and 
bluejackets at Vera Cruz. 

Conferences at the state depart- 
ment between Secretary Bryan and 
representatives of the Mexican con- 
stitutionalists resulted in the dis- 
patch to General Carranza of a tele- 
gram by the latter, strongiy advising 
him to remain neutral and assuring 
him that the American government 
intended to withdraw its forces from 
Mexico as'soon as satisfactory repara- 
tion had been made for offenses com- 
mitted by Huerta. 

Carranza was told that by assum- 
ing a hostile attitude he would draw 
all Mexico into war; Huerta would be 
perpetuated, and the constitutional 
cause would be lost in the melee. 


| No Mediation Yet 


Four countries, including France 
and Spain, came forward with in- 
quiries about possible means of 
mediation between the Huerta gov- 
ernment and the United States, but 
Secretary Bryan said these advances 
could not be described as “overtures” 
and he was inclined to attach little 
importance to them. The position 
of the American government is firm, 
that an offense against its dignity and 
national honor has been committed 
and that reparation must be made. 
Signs of uneasiness abroad be- 
cause the United States, though not 
having declared a blockade or a state 
of war, is exercising jurisdiction at 
Vera Cruz between measures “short 
of war” and actual war, began to be 
apparent. Cabinet officials said no 
attept would be made to interfere 
with the regular channels of com- 
merce anywhere, cargoes being al- 
lowed to land at all points.

The first official announcement of 
Mexican casualties came in a dispatch | 
from Rear Adiniral Fletcher, mac ie |

“A dispatch was received by the’ 
navy department from Admiral Flet- ! 
cher at Vera Cruz and showed the 
list of casualities of the Mexicans as 
126 Killed, 195 wounded, making 4 
total of casualties to date 321. 

Admira! Fletcher further reported 
that he intormed Admiral Badger that 
quiet prevailed throughout Vera Cruz 
and that affairs are gradually being 
straightened out and confidence re- 
stored. The city council, he said, 
had catled a meeting in an endeavor 
to retain present municipal officials in 
otlice. 

“The report continues: *O’Shaugh- 
nessy not yet arrived. The only en- 
#ine we have is too inefficient to op- 
erate. Have sent out a request that 
an engine be allowed to bring in 
O'Shaughnessy and the refugees direct 
to the city, but it will take some 
hours to repair torn-up tracks.’ | 

“Admiral Badger reports that 800 
refugees arrived from Mexico City. 

“The refugee question is now the 
most difficult of all,” Admiral Badger 
stated. 


GOVERNOR AWAITS ORDERS

Plain That WHuerta’s Government 
Will Not Be Recognized by United 
States—rOutrage on American Flag 
by Mexican Federals at Monterey— 
Safety of Americans In Mexico 
City Assured—Army of More Than’ 
Six Thousand at El Paso 


Washington, April 27.—The prop- 
osition of Argentine, Chile and Bra- 
zil to mediate in the difficuities be- | 
tween the United States and Mexico | 
and the restoration of the peace is 
the talk of Washington. 

Where members of the house and} 
senate gathered and in the clubs the 
mediation proposition accepted by 
Secretary of State Bryan was the sole 
topic of conversation. i 

“It is too early to expect any re-' 
ply from Mexico City to the sugges- 
tion of mediation,” was the state-| 
ment of Bryan,” : 

Spanish Ambassador Riano an-! 
nounced late last night that he had 
received private advices from Mexico 
City, stating that General Huerta had 
accepted the offer of Argentine, Bra- 
zil and Chile to use their good offices 
to bring amout an amicable settle- 
ment of the difficulty between the 
United States and Mexico. ; 

In accepting the offer, President 
Wilson made certain conditions, the 
most fundamental of which was the 
rejuirement that Huerta must’ be 
eliminated. He made that plain to 
the representatives of the South 


American governments in the nego- | 
| 


he president also insisted that the 


| mediation does not involve any recog- 


nition of Huerta’s government by the 
United States and the South Ameri- 
cans conceded that point. 

Congressional circles entertain little 
hope that anything will be attained 
by submitting the dispute with Huerta ' 
to mediation. 

Amazement was caused by the sud- 
den and unexpected announcement 
that Bryan, acting under the direc- | 
tion of President Wilson, had accept- | 
ed the offer of mediation from the! 
three South American republics. | 
Their offer was couched in this lan- 
guage: 

“With the purpose of serving the 
interest of peace and civilization in | 
our continent and with the earnest 
desire to prevent any further blood- 


‘shed, to the prejudice of the cordial- | 


ity and union which have always sur- | 
rounded the relations of the Bosero- | 
ments and the people of America, 
we, the plenipotentiaries of Brazil, | 
Argentine and Chile, duly authorizea | 
hereto, have the honor to tender to 
your excellency’s government our good | 
offices for the peaceful and friendly | 
settlement of the conflict between the | 
United States and Mexico. 

“This offer puts in due form the | 
suggestions which we have had pcre 4 
sion to offer heretofore on this subject | 
to the secretary, to whom we renew | 
the assurances of our highest and 


most distinguished consideration.” 


In accepting their mediation offer, 
Bryan replied: 

“The government of the United} 
States is deeply sensible of the 
friendliness, the good feeling and the 
generous concern for the peace and 
welfare of America manifested in the 


| intermediation which you propose. 
“It is, of course, possible that 


some act of aggression on the part of 


those who contro! the military forces , 
of Mexico might oblige the United, 


States to act to the upsetting of the 


hopes of immediate peace, but this. 
| Should the call come for American |

necept your generous suggestion. We 
shall hope for the best results within 
a brief time—enough to relieve our

of peace.” 


FLAG TRAMPLED BY MOB 


American Consul Jailed by Federals 
and Released by Rebels 

Washington, April 27.—United 
States Consul General Hanna at 
Monterey reported to Secretary Bryan 
that he had been humiliated and 
placed in jail by Mexican federal offi- 
cials on April’ 22 and left behind bars 
until released two days iater by the 
constitutionalists when they captured 
the city. 

Hanna’s message to Bryan was the 
subject of a long conference between 
Bryan and President Wilson. Hanna 
reported that _he had been courteous- 
ly treated by the constitutionalists. 

Hanna reported that on April 21 a 
federal military officer, evidently in- 


structed by the federal military com- | 


mander to tear down all American 


flags, arrived at the consulate gen-; 


eral with a street mob which he had 
gathered, and pounded in the door 
and demanded that the American flag 


over the consulate general be imme- | 


diately lowered or he would shoot it 
down, and the other federals pro- 
ceeded to tear down all American 
flags, standing on them, making 
speeches throughout the city of 
Monterey, burning some of them and 
tearing them up and leaving them 
piled in the middle af the streets. 

The next morning a police lieu- 
tenant arrived with a force of men 
and advised Hanna that he had been 
instructed to search the building. The 
consul general was taken prisoner 
through the streets with the mob and 
carried first to the penitentiary and 
afterwards to the state government 
palace, which building has been for 
some time military headquarters and 
tortified, and was the object of spe- 
cial attack by the then attacking 
torces.

REFUGEES ARE 
~——INDISTRESS 


Expected to 
to Theis Destinations 


HUNDREDS “ON BOARD SHIPS 


| Many Tell Stories of Cruelties, Pri- 
vations, Insults and Injuries Suf- 
fered at Hands of Mexicans— 
Americans Hanged and Property of 
Foreigners Confiscated 


Gaiveston, April 27.—Driven by 
armed bands of Mexicans trom their 
nhomes and from the property which 
they had been years accumulating, 
torced to flee trom their work where 
good wages were paid, destitute of 
tood, ciothing and money, 2500 refu- 
gees are on ships here awaiting the 
pleasure of the state of Texas in cis- 
disposing of them. 

Governor Colquit declared that they 
must not enter the state until the lat- 
ter part of this week. They are 
crowded uncomfortably and _ their 
surroundings in many instances could 
be bettered. 

Two thousand of them wired Col- 
quit and President Wilson, saying: 
“We thank you for being permitted 
to stand out in the rain, drenched, 
half-starved, sick and unprotected.” 

They are disappointed because they 
thought that they would be sent to 
their destinations upon arrival. On 
all ships boarded the refugees told 
stories of cruelties inflicted vy Mexi- 
cans, both rebels and federals, and 
of privations, insults and injuries 
they have endured since the begin- 
ning of Huerta-Wilson disputes. 

They told of the fighting about 
Tampico, Panuco, Vera Cruz and 
other points. Ed Kline of Marion, 
Kan., in telling of troubles, said: 

“We fared very well until the ma- 
Tines were landed at Vera Cruz, but 
for weeks Mexicans hooted at us. 
When the news of the landing of ma- 
rines came, the Americans gathered 
at the Southern hotel and prepared to 
protect themselves. Posters were dis- 
tributed about the streets and from 
every quarter came the cry of ‘death 
to the Gringoes.’ 

“Federals and rebels united and 
several shots were fired into the ho- 
tel. We were saved by the command- 
er of the German cruiser Dresden, 
who saw the riot and quelled it by 
training guns on the Mexicans and 
telling them to cease or he would 
fire. 

“We were then taken aboard ships, 
and just in time to see several hun- 
dred Mexicans gallop up and fire into 
houses formerly occupied by Ameri- 
cans. As we left the port, the Mexi- 
cans fired on the ship. Several bul- 
lets struck it and Mr. Miller of Ohio 
was shot through the legs.” 

R. L. Britton, who was robbed at 
Panuco, told of the fighting there. 
“The rebels rushed“into the city at 
daybreak of April 13, and in one hour 
had captured it. They took the fed- 
eral soldiers to the hills. All Hu- 
erta’s sympathizers were hanged to 
trees, their bodies frightfully mutilat- 
ed and left for the crows. No Ameri- 
cans were killed, but all were robbed 
and their homes burned. 

“Boyd Dickinson was tied to a treo 
and whipped until he revealed the 
hiding place of his money. Ed. Rig- 
ney was beaten senseless and robbed. 
Women were choked until they gave 
up their jewelry. It was dangerous 
to life, and we traveled to Tampico, 
which is eighty miles distant.” 

Several refugees told of seeing three 
' Americans hanged by Mexicans, forty 
miles from Tampico. They were ac- 
cused of theft and were given trials. 
‘ Other instances were related where 
property was confiscated and foreign- 
ers ordered to leave. 

C. H. Bell of Vera Cruz gave an 
account of the landing of marines and 
fighting which followed. He acted 
as interpreter for American officers 
and was with them at the time of the 
firing. At the first volley from the 
housetops no Americans were killed, 
but later four marines fell in the 
streets and many were wounded. 
Mexicans fell from the windows and 
housetops by the score, and it was 
next day before the streets were 
cleared of dead bodies. 

On the Connecticut a baby girl was 
born to Mrs. H. Jenkins. This is the 
first birth reported. No death oc- 
curred en route. 

The following are the boats with 
refugees: Atlantis, 44; Cyclops, 315; 


Esperanza, 375; Trinidadian, 360; 
Connecticut, 580; Dixie, 350; Okla- 
homa, 440. Others are due.

INSOMNIA RELIEF. 


How to Rob Sleeplessness of Some of 
Its Terrors. 

Insomnia and sleeplessness are rob- 
bed of many of their terrors if their 
victim looks at them in a sensible 
way. The very worst thing todo when 
sleep fails to come is to worry about 
it and finally work yourself into such 
a state of nervousness that night and 
darkness seem all surrounding und 
never ending. 

The victim of sleeplessness should 
make her wakeful hours as comfort- 
able as possible. If she cannet train 
herself to He still, reluX.ng and rest 
ing, she should provide herself witb 
such comforts as are necessary to 
make the midnight vigil bearable, even 
pleasant. 

Sometimes simple little devices bring 
the desired sleep. One remedy 1s 
this: Clouse the eyes and turn the eye 
balls as far toward the top of the head 
as possible. This is their normal at- 
titude during sleep, and this attitude 
persistently held, often produces sleep. 
One woman cured herself of real in 
somnia In this way. 

Sometimes a drink of warm wate! 
will produce sleep. There is now on 
the market a little metal cylinder 
which Is attached to the electric light 
socket by a wire. When the current 
is turned on the cylinder becomes hot, 
and if it is pluced in a glass of water 
the water soon bolls. A glass of water 
covered, and this cylinder on the bed- 
side table would make hot water am 
any time in the night convenient. 

Reading, of course, is the solace of 
the sleepless. The light should be 
good. Brackets to hold electric bulbs 
securely on the mings of a brass bed 
are sold. Bedside lights on tall brass 
or wood stundards are also sold. 

Reading in bed is not injurious If 
the light is good and if the book is 
held in the propef position. It should 
be so held that the light strikes fuli 
on the page without glaring in the 
eyes. It is usually more comfortable 
to sit in a half opright position th 
in a reclining one. A comfortable il 
low or two should be ready at hand to 
support the back and head. 

Eating often induces sleep. Bread 
and butter sandwiches, wafers, a little 
fruit—anything that has been found 
satisfactory—can be prepared before 
band and placed on the bedside tadie 
for the sleepless one’s feast. If hot 
milk does the work it can be kept in 
a vacuum bottle, or it can be heated by 
the electric cylinder. 


CAPS OF THE BABY. 


How to Make the Little One Com- 
fortable and Happy. 

The crawling baby should hare 
creepers over the little dresses. These 
can be made of inexpensive materials 
that will wash, and it goes without 
saying that little dress articles of this 
sort are a great saving in the washing. 

There is a useful little supporter re 
sembling the masculine suspenders 
worn by the small child to keep the 
undergarment in place. The strap ex- 
tends to the waist, where it is pro- 
vided with - clasp. to which the gar 
ment in question is attached. The 
clasp is easily adjusted when the gar 
ment needs changing. It gives more 
freedom to the limbs since the garment 
does not need to be pinned so tightly 
to prevent it falling. 

When the baby cannot wear the flan- 
nel band without causing irritation of 
the skin let him wear a soft linen shirt 
beneath the band. The linen is sooth- 
ing to the skin.

It would become 
the agency on behalf of the state for 
administering the maternity and preg- 
nancy sickness benefits, and these 
would be so augmented as to be the 
right of all mothers whose income was 
under the $800 limit. 


Cash For Every Child Born. 

The guild suggests that a grant 
equivalent to a sum of $40 for every 
child born should be made by the state. 
Under the guild’s scheme there would 
be a local public health maternity de- 
partment which would evolve a sys- 
tem of maternity centers out of the 
infant consultations now in existence. 

There are now bands of woman san- 
itary inspectors and health visitors 
who give advice as to the health of 
persons in the home and to whose val- 
uable work the lessening of infant 
deuth rates is mainly due. 

Advice in the homes has naturally 


led to further developments. Milk 


depots have been started in various j, 


districts. And, most encouraging of 
all, in about fifty towns municipalities 
are acting as pioneers in the establish- 
ment of municipal infant consultations. 
In Bradford two voluntary “schools 
for mothers”—un unfortunate name, as 
the important features of such institu- 
tions are skilled advice and treatment 
suited to individual cases—have been 
taken over by the municipality. 

About 500 infants are seen and 
weighed weekly, individual diets are 
prescribed and dried milk, foods, emul- 
sions, etc., supplied. A woman doctor, 
with a staff of nurses and assistants, 
presides over the work. A large new 
building is nearly completed, which 
will provide a milk depot, infant con- 
sultations and an observation ward. 


Birmingham’s Fight For Babies. 

In Birmingham the part of the town 
showing the highest infant mortality 
has been divided into five districts, in 
each of which two rooms form a mu- 
nicipal consuliing center for mothers 
and infants, attended by a woman doc- 
tor. A municipal health visitor also 
visits inythe homes to see that the di- 
rections are properly carried out. 

In Sheffield infant consultations are 
held during five afternoons in the 
week, and a paid doctor and his, wife, 
not on the municipal staff, are employ- 
ed. Dried milk is sold at cost price, 
and patterns of infant clothes are sold 
nt a penny.

; The perils of a mission into a hostile 
| country are described in a communica- 
' tion to the National Geographic socie- 
ty at Washington by Sir Francis 
Younghusband, who headed the British 
; mission to Lassa, Tibet. Sir Francis 
'¥s now paying his first visit to Ameri- 


| ca after having spent more than twen- 
ty years on the frontier and in India. 
It was suspected that secret nego- 
| tiations were being carried on between 
| the Tibetans and Russia which would 


| be detrimental to England, with her 
vast interests in India. Therefore it 
was decided to send a party to the 
| sacred city of Lassa itself. The escort, 
| of Sir Francis at the start—200—was 
swelled to 4,200 native Indian and 800 
| British troops. 

The hardships of the winter trip over 
the Himalayas, fruitless negotiations 
with the Tibetan military leaders and 
priests and two months’ siege endured 
by Sir Francis and 500 of his men 
while surrounded by 20,000 Tibetans 
in a small inclosure on a high plateau 
| are described, together with the final 
signing of the treaty in the palace of 
| the dalai lama in the Forbidden City 
| ond the peaceful journey back to India. 
| Sir Francis tells of newspaper com- 
{ 


ments as to the “dignity and bravery” 
| of the Tibetan troops, who, when forc- 
ed to retreat, moved at the rate of but 
| two miles an hour. “It was not bray- 
ery or dignity so much as altitude,” 
he says. “Later we had occasions to 
retreat for short distances ourselves 
and, although extremely desirous of 
making good time, found it impossible 
to run or walk faster than two miles 
an hour. In addition, owing to the 
rarity of the mountain atmosphere, 
shells from the guns of our mountain 
battery traveled about twice the dis- 
, tance on the same charge of powder 
as they would have done at sea level. 
| Bullets from the rifles behaved the 
same way, and we were compelled to 
revise completely our system of sight- 
ing our firearms.”

Londonderry, !fre., April 29.—The 
Irish Nationalist volunteers, a body 
Similar in organization to the Ulster 
Unionist volunteers, made matters 
even with their political opponents by 
successfully landing a large consign- 
ment of arms. The weapons, which 
are said to have been brought from 
America, were taken ashore at a re- 
mote spot on the coast of the county 
of Donegal in the far west of Ulster. 

The size of the consignment is un- 
known, but it is believed to have been 
considerable, although not equalling 
the 40,000 rifles and 500,000 rounds 
of ammunition the Unionists received 
on April 25.

Peace Envoys’ First Step to 
Settle Mexican Trouble 


MEDIATION PROGRAM 


1S GREATLY ENLARGED 


War Preparations, However, Will Be 


Continued by Both Countries—Car- 
ranza and Villa to Remain Neutral 
In Dealings Between 
United States—Envoys of Foreign 


Huerta and 


Governments Advise Huerta to Ad- 


vance Settlement—Funston to Have . 


8000 to 10,000 Men 


Washington, April 30.—The scope’ 


of mediation plans for the settlement 
of the Mexican crisis was suddenly 
broadened so as to include the entife 
range of Mexican affairs—not alone 
the critical issue between the United 
States and the Huerta regime, but 
also the conflict between the elements 
of northern and southern Mexico. 

This signai enlargement of the me- 
diation program followed the receipt 
of a formal acceptance by General 
Carranza, chief of the constitutional 
forces, of the principle of mediation 
as proposed by the ambassador from 
Brazil and the ministers from Argen- 
tine and Chile. 

Already the United States and Gen- 
eral Huerta had formally accepted the 
good offices of these South American 
envoys, and now Carranza has been 
brought into the deéliberations so as 
to draw every element and faction 
within the range of any settlement 
which nay be attained. 

Armistice Seems Assured 

The mediators made another de- 
cisive move in asking the United 
States and Huerta to agree to an 
armistice, by which all aggressive 
military movements would be  sus- 
pended pending the outcome of the 
negotiations. The mediators conti- 
dently expect both sides to accept the 
armistice proposal. 

A separate proposal for an armis- 
tice as between Huerta and Carranza 
will also be made, and with its ac- 
ceptance all the warring elements 
throughout Mexico as well as_ the 
American forces would maintain a 
military status quo. 

The American government in its 
formal reply to the armistice proposal 
will expressely stipulate that any un- 
toward act toward Americans will be 
regarded as an infraction of the arm- 
istice. 

Envoys Make Progress 

The South American envoys were in 
session at the Argentine legation. Up 
to the time of their adjournment they 
had progressed steadily on _ their 
vlans, and foresaw a definite state- 
nent within the next few days of 
their contemplated action. 
oe he envoys individually conferred 
with their colleagues in the diplomatic 
corps from Central and South Ameri- 
ca, to lay before them what had been 
done and discuss the general situa- 
tion.

The most practical suggestion ever 
offered is that high officials submit to 
the awkwardness and bother of be- 
ing accompanied by detectives. The 
trained eye sees indications of crime 
not visible to the ordinary person. 
Behind the pale and grey shabbiness 
of some defeated and discouraged 
creature, the restless and furtive eye 
may be a red flag of danger. 

But after all is done, it must be 
thken as one of the hazards of the 
trade, as King Humbert coolly re- 
marked after they had popped away 
at him for the first time. In pri- 
vate life it is often happening that a 
foreman or employer of labor is at- 
tacked by some unbalanced workman 
who has been discharged. The risks 
of these attacks are greatly magni- 
fied by the free criticism of execu- 
tives, particularly by the intemperate 
lengths to which many newspapers 
Zo. 

So it often happens that the pub- 
lic official! who seems to be doing 
humdrum work, in the dusty detail 
of administering streets and 
schools and police, really may be 
taking his life in his hand while he 
walks down a crowded street.

America was expected to give a sig- 
nal evidence to the world at large, and 
particulariy to Europe, of what the 
American republics could do for the 
tranquility of the western hemisphere 
at a time of supreme crisis. 

Word of Carranza’s acceptance 01 
the tender of good offices looking to- 
ward mediation came in a telegram 
directed to the three South American 
envoys, who informed Secretary 
Bryan, the announcement being for- 
mally made at the state department. 

War Preparations Continue 

It is assumed that the presi- 
dent will agree to a cessation of hos- 
tilities on assurance from Mexico that 
there will be no “civil uprisings” or 
other “untoward incidents.” This 
does not mean that the United States 
and Mexico shall not continue their 
War’ preparations, but simply that 
they will initiate no aggressive opera- 
tions. 

The chancelleries of the world are 
watching with keen interest these 
peace negotiations at Washington. 
Dispatches from the different capitals 
hasten to say that the 
countries are doing all they can by 
way of advice to Huerta to advance a 
settlement. A Berlin dispatch af- 
terward labelled as “unconfirmed’ 
stated that the envoys had appealed 
to Kurope asking the powers to exert 
their influence with President Wil- 
son to make such “corditions” (con- 
cessions probably it meant) as would 
render the success of the negotiations 
possible. 

Generals Carranza and Villa, the 
constitutionalist leaders, have agreed, 
it is said, to remain neutral in deal- 
ings between Huerta and the Ameri- 
can government “so long as there was 
no invasion of their territory.” The 
eonstitutionalist attack on Tampico 
continues, but Rear Admiral Mayo 
states, however, that there does not 
seem to be any serious attempt to 
take the city.
